TRIM, Thursday. 
EMARKING, at’ a meeting of the 
R Meath Board of Health, that at the 
present rate of inspection of the 
school children of the county, by the County 
Medical Officer of Health (Dr. T. F. O’Hig- 
gins, T.D.), eight years would elapse before 
all the pupils had been inspected, the Chair- 
man (Mr. Patrick Hopkins) further stated 
that there were children attending in the 
schools in the county now who would never 
be examined. The doctor said that he 
could only examine thirty children daily, 
yet he had exceeded that number by using a 
nurse. He’*looked upon the matter as an 
imposition put on the Free State by the late 
Government. Dr. O'Higgins, he said, held 
the position of County Medical Officer of 
Health as a whole-time officer. He did not 
think the Baard of Ilealth was being treated 
by Dr. O’ Higgins as it should. 

“HH you,” he said, addressing Dr. 
O’Higgins, “are a. whole-time officer here, 
you cannot give time to be heard of so 
much in the public press as a politician.” 


TWO YEARS’ WORK. 

Dr. O’Higgins—l am conscious of my 
responsibilities as a public officer. With 
regard to my public health work, I think, 
looking back over two years, everybody will 
agree that as County Medical Officer of 
Health I have done my duty. I will take 
instructions and carry them out from the 
Department, the County Council and the 
Board of Health, but 1 will put my con- 
science in the keeping of no man or Govern- 
ment, no matter what our relative positions 
may be. On the day any of them make 
and prove the suggestion—the County Coun- 
cil or the Board of Health—that I am not 
cargying out my duties satisfactorily, on 
that sdme day they will get my resignation. 
I can make a living elsewhere. I have, 
since I came here, turned down two better 
appointments. 1. came. here because my 

eople are of the county. I like my work, 
bat I will bow the knee to no one as to 
what I shall do-in my spare. time. 

Chairman—I do not want you to bow 
the knee to me. You want to brand us 
yolitically as Communists. 1 am going to 
seo that if you aie a whole-time offer you 
vill be one. I defy anyone to prove I hold 
with the view of Communism. 

Dr. O’Higgins—Do you suggest I am not 
honest ? 

Chairman—You want to say that Com- 
munism exists in our little isle.

Ulster King of .Arms. 


A recent reference to the Ulster 
King of Arms, reminded me that a 
friend of mine is asked frequently in the 
North why the headquarters of that office 
is in Dublin instead of Belfast. The 
correct answer could have been given by 
King Edward VI., who created tne title, 
and very probably by. no other person. 
The office itself, under the designation of 
“Ireland King of Arms,” had its origin 
jn more remote times, as early as the 
introduction of the feudal system into 
Ireland by the Anglo-Normans, and Frois- 
sart refers to the holder of the office in 
1482 as “ Chaundos le Roy d’Irelande.”’ 
A regular succession of officers holding 
this title continues from that time to the 
reign of Edward VI., who for some reason 
altered the title from ‘‘Ireland’’ to 
“ Ulster.” He referred to the change in 
his personal journal as follows: ' There 
was a King of Arms made for Ireland, 
whose name was Ulster, and his province 
was all Ireland,’’ From that time the 
Ulster King of Arms has had _ sole 
heraldic jurisdiction over all Ireland, and 
before the Irish Free State came into 
being he was head of the officers of State 
and next the person of the Viceroy.

A “Braille Library. 


This year marks the jubilee of the 
National Library for the Blind—an 
organisation that began in a very small 
way. but now brings many books within 
reach of the blind reader in every part of 
these islands.

£1 11s.; last year it was almost £2,000.

DIVINER'S DISCOVERY. 


In a vault next to a dungaon belonging to 
Tilleshall Abbey, Shropshire, yesterday, a 
‘‘diviner.’ received a violent shock which led 
to the discovery 6f an unde round passage. 

It has not yet been dented whether it is 
the pa for the discovery of which a re- 
ward of £50 is being offered. 

As the ‘‘diviner”’ traced the path of the 
tunnel. for some distance he was watched by 
a crowd of spectators and archeologists, who 
have arrived at Lilleshall in an endeavour to 
locate the “‘ missing’ ~passage, which is be- 
lieved to run underground for two miles. 

“We have made definite progress to-day,” 
the estate agent told a reporter. 

“We have had a number of diviners and 
archeologists here who are tremendously in- 
terested. We have traced the track of a 
tun~el, but it is impossible to say whether or 
no it is the tunnel we ‘are looking for, and 
from which strange noises are said to have 
come. Excavations are being made in a vault 
next to a dungeon, and the work is being done 
under the superintendence of Mr. Noel Boston, 
of the Cambridge Archzxological Society. A 
number of human skulls and some very fine 
old tiles have already been found, but it is 
impossible to say yet what age they were. A 
large number of archeologists have already 
offered to help in the work. 

“It was while the diviner was in the vault 
that hé received a violent reaction, and then 
he was able to trace the line of a tunnel for 
some distance. '” 

The work will be resumed to-dav. 

The tunnel for which the archwologists are 
seeking is believed to run from the Abbey to 
Longford Hall, the residence of Colonel 
Richard Skyes, about two ‘miles away.

Str,—I have just now read your leading 
article, “The Ritviays and the State,” 
which appeared in the Jrish Times of the 
18th instant.

You say that natronalisa- 
tion cannot save the Free State railways, as 
the system has been tried in many countries 
without success. The directors of the Great 
Southern Railways Company say that they 
cannot carry on, giving as the principu!

high wages paid to railway, workers in Irelan 
The wages Sé at nt 140% higher than 
pre-war rates, and consume two-thirds of 
expenditure. 

he alternative—a suggestion which you 
quote, recently put forward by Mr. 
McGilligan- -that the railway directors should 
be given complete control of their . own 
destinies for a couple of years is the fairest 
proposal. It puts the patient in the hands 
of the specialist, so to speak, without any 
restrictions or ties. As the specialist knows 
his work, and will, at any cost, save the life 
of his client, so will the men most con- 
cerned—the directors, who are the specialists 
in their own business—when they are freed 
from hampering restrictions, etc., save, if it Js 
at all possible, the life of their system. 

With regard to the cutting down of expen- 
diture by dismissing employés, why should 
there not be a uction by a couple of 
shillings weekly of all wages or salaries, 
which would probably obviate the necessity 
of reducing staffs? I do not know how many 
employés there are under the Southern Rail. 
ways, but, supposing that there are 56,000, 
and an all-round ‘reduction of 2s. a head 
were made, it would allow for, the retention 
of eighteen clerks at £500 a year or thirty- 
six clerks at £250 a year. This would be a 
nice salary to draw, and one which 1 would 
be very glad to be in receipt of myself, 
though I am a shareholder.—Y ours, etc..

Now, it seems, neglect 
of wine has become a national habit; for 
the two and a half pint level has been 
virtually constant since 1886, although 
recent years have established so many new 
contacts between Britain and wine- 
drinking Europe. Those years, however, 
have witnessed a notable change in the 
character of British consumption. The 
British Empire provides only 1.31 per cent. 
of the world’s total supply of wine, but 
since: 1921 British consumption of the 
imperial product has risen from 7 per cent. 
to 25 per cent.» In other words, u quarter 
of the wine now drunk in these islands is 
Empire wine.

The “ ghost”’ ship Baychimo, which 
appeared tour days ago amid the shifting 
ice-floe, has vanished again. On board are 
twenty-five Eskimos, who are. endeavour- 
ing to salvage the vessel’s valuable cargo 
‘of iurs. 

A search is being made for. this 
“ phantom ”’ steamer, which, since she 
became locked in an ice-pack off the 
northern-most coast of Alaska nearly a 
year ago, has several times re ppeared, 
only to disappear almost in..nediately. 
Little anxiety is, however, felt for the 
occupants of the boat, since, in spite of 
the difficult coriditions, it is believed that 
the Eskimos, accustomed as they are to 
the vagaries. of the ice-fields, will win 
through safely. 

The Baychimo, a Hudson Bay. steamer of 
1,322 tons, was caught in the frozen waters 
off Northern Alaska while on her way back 
to Vancouver last autumn. ‘The captain 
and his crew of five seamen were obliged 
to, abandon the boat, and spent~over three 
months living in a shack on the far 
northern fringe of the Alaskan coast. 
‘They were eventually rescued by aero- 
planes and taken back to Kotzebue en 
route for Fairbanks (Alaska). 

Aeroplanes were sent to search the ice- 
field for the vessel, but were unsuccessful. 

About the middle of March Eskimo 
fishermen reported that they had seen the 
Baychimo rising, ghost-like, from the ice- 
floe some ten miles off shore. An attempt 
was made to resent the cargo, but the 
work of salvage has been very much 
hampered by the unsettled conditions 
obtaining in the ice-field, making it very 
dificult to track the movements of this 
phantom ship.

MORE TRADE AND 
FREER TRADE. 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—Two announcements of great 
importance haye followed closely on the 
success of the Ottawa Conference. Tele- 
grams from Coperhagen state that “the 
Danish Government have made all the 
necessary plans to open negotiations for 
a trade agreement with Great Britain, 
and from Buenos Aires it is reported that 
the Argentine Ambassador,-who is now 
on his way back to London, is bringing 
with him concrete proposals for agree- 
ments mutually advantageous to Great 
Brtain and to Argentina, Both an. 
nouncements will be welcomed in this 
country. They will be especially gratifv- 
ing to the British delegates, who arrive 
in England from Ottawa to-day, and 
who, throughout the Conference discus- 
sions, showed themselves determined to 
promote. British trade. not only within 
the Empire, but with foreign countries as 
well. Denmark and -Argentna occupy 


in the esteem of this country, and it.ijs 
closer and better commercial relations 
closer and better commercial rel_.ons 
should be with them. 

It is remarkable how developments 
have shaped -themselves in. accordance 
with the programme of economic and 
financial recovery which the National 
Government set before themselves when 
they took office twelve months ago. The 
credit. of the country, then deteriorating 
at an alarming rate, was to be satan’ 
by drastic economies in public expendi- 
ture, the balance of trade was to be re- 
dressed, and the home producer saved 
from. ruin by ‘a check on the. flood (of 
foreign imports, Agreements. were to be 
sought with the other countries of the 
Empire for. the improvement. of inter- 
Empire trade, and, finally, on.the firmer 
foundations thus established, efforts were 
to be made to put our trading relations 
‘with foreign countries on a more satisfac- 
tory and equitable footing. In scarcely 
more than a year the last of these stages 
has been reached. There can be no doubt 
that most of the countries to whom. the 
British market is important—and there are 
few to whom it is not their most important 
foreign market—will follow the example 
of Denmark: and Argentina, and will show 
themselves eager to come to fair arrange- 
ments for the encouragement of mutual 
trade, now that we are no longer willing 
to buy freely from those who refuse to buy 
from us. 

Now that agreements have been success- 
fully achieved at ‘Ottawa, The Times 
proceeds, the way is clear for negotiations 
with foreign countries, and first of all with 
Denmark and Argentina, whose economic 
fortunes are so closely linked with our 
own. In this country there “will the 
keenest desire to see those negotiations 
result in arrangements mutually satisfac- 
tory and mutually beneficial. All the re- 
artes both from Copenhagen, where a

WEATHER RISKS IN

Not only farmers, but millers and 

bakers throughout the Free State, 
are anxiously awaiting the details of the 
Government's new scheme for the develop- 
ment of Irish wheat production, which are 
soon to be revealed. 

That the scheme is likely to meet with a 
mixed reception wasshown by the comments 
which were made to me in connection with 
a letter from a Thurles farmer and miller 
which appeared in yesterday's Irish Times, 
The writer contended that, on account of 
weather risks, wheat was not a remunera- 
tive crop in Ireland, and that Irish wheat 
was unsuitable for bread-making and for 
feeding purposes, while Irish flour tended 
to give people dyspepsia. 

‘“Qne hundred years ago none but ‘rish 
flour was used in this country, and the 
Irish people then lived longer than they 
do now,’’ was the reply of Mr. A. 
O’Shaughnessy, managing director of the 
Dock Milling Company (1928), Ltd., to 
this statement.. ‘The greatest philosopher 
the world has evét produced said, ‘ Use 
the wine of the country.’ Nature supplies 
in every country what the people require.’’ 


BREAD-MAKING. 


As to the suitability of Irish wheat for 
bread-making, Mr. O'Shaughnessy said 
that wp to sixty years ago all wheat con- 
sumed in Ireland was Irish-milled, and 
most of it was Irish-grown. '“ Irish-grown 
wheat,’’ he said, *‘ has more dampness 
than imported wheat, but it has a flavour 
superior to any that we know of.” 

The matter was further discussed by 
Mr. H. B. Donovan, maneger of the same 


question purely from the standpoint of 
financial interest, he would be opposed to 
an increase in Irish wheat consumption, 
as the extra moisture in the Irish product 
would necessitate increased charges to the 
consumer, but that in the national interest 
he would welcome it. 


made of 100 per cent. Irish wheat, but the 
Free State could now not only grow, but 
also consume, ten per cent. of the wheat 
which it required. 

With regard to the feeding value of 
Irish wheat, it was a fact that kiln drying 
absorbed a certain amount of gluten and 
starch, along with the moisture, and so 
reduced the food value, but that could be 
avoided by mixing it with dearer wheat, 
which would take up the moisture. 


BAKERS’ FLOUR. 


A very different attitude was adopted 
by another expert. on the milling and 
baking industries. 

“- Ireland has for many years produced 
bread which is far superior to that of any 
other part of the British Isles, but it is 
obvious that it can no longer do so if it is 
to Se thus restricted in its choice of 
wheat,’’ he declared. 

‘‘ No part of the British Isles can pro- 
duce wheat of the millable quality which 
the public now demands, and, apart from 
the inability of the Irish or British farmer 
to produce grain which would be hard 
enough for milling into first-class baker's 
flour, on account of the climatic conditions 
in these countries, think of the dangers of 


upon the price of the people’s food. 

“We have had experrence of that here 
in connection with the oat crop. Oats, 
hawever, are not so seriously affected as 
wheat’ by. seasonal difficulties, because 
they can be carried over.”’ 


OBJECTIONS TO THE 
| SCHEME. 


Farmers, while seriously perturbed at 
the loss of the British market for live- 
stock, and keenly alive to the desirability 

f finding some alternative form of pro- 
duction, are unable to believe, it seems, 
that the solution lies in increased wheat 
tillage. Even the suggestion of a subsidy 
holds no attraction; for, as one farmer 
pointed cut, the subsidy will have to be 
found by taxation, and something like 
three-quarters of the taxes of the State are 
paid by the farmers themselves. 

“ It will be the usual system,’’ he.said, 
‘‘ of robbing Peter to pay Paul.” 

Three big objections to a snecessful issue 

to the scheme were mentioned to me by 
Mr. Joseph O'Neill, a well-known tillage 
farmer in the Dublin district. They were 
the scarcity of Jand suitable in the Free 
State for wheat cultivation, the problem of 
rotation with other crops, and the diffi- 
culty of disposing of straw, 
As farmers could not increase the area 
under tillage, an extension of wheat- 
growing would probably be at the expense 
of barley, and, even if a market were pro- 
vided at a guaranteed price, some counties 
where there was now very little tillage 
would have great difficulty in finding the 
necessary supply of labour. 


A DRUG ON THE MARKET, | 


Even .now whéaten straw is a drug in 
the market, and how it was to be disposed 
of in the future, in view of the reduction 
of the number -f horse-training establish- 
ments, was another problem that would 
not be easy to solve. ‘“‘ I have at present 
large quantities of straw on my hands,’’ 
said Mr. O'Neill.

(GENERAL SANJURJO, the former 
‘‘ strong man of Spain,’’ one of the 
founders of the Republic, is not to suffer 
the death penalty for his leadership of 
ths short-lived revolt against the Republic 
in Seville a fortmght ago. 

After a day of suspense it was 
announced this evening that the Cabinet 
had decided to recommend that President 
Alcala Zamora should commute General 
Sanjurjo’s sentence from death to im- 
prisonment for life. Later the President 
signed the reprieve in accordance with the 
Cabinet’s recommendation. 

Under the Republican Constitution the 
President was unable to grant-a repriéve 
of his cwn volition, but had to act accord- 
ing to the recommendation of the Cabinet. 
In ali probability, General Sanjurjo will 
be sent to undergo his sentence to one of 
| the remote’ islands of Spain’s Colonial 
possessions. 

The death sentence on General Sanjurjo 
and the sentences of imprisonment on the 
other ringleaders of the Seville revolt 
| were pronounced at eight o'clock this

Meanwhile, more and more demands for 4 
reprieve were being received. One of the 
most touching of these was that signed by 
the mother of Captain Galar and the wife 
of Commander Hernantez, the officers who 
became the martyrs cf the Republican 
cause when they were shot at Jaca in 
December, 19350. Most of the leading 
politicians declared for a reprieve, and 
most of the newspapers @lamoured in their 
editorials for mercy to be shown. 


CABINET DECISION. 


" Seven priest deputiés belonging to the 
various Republican parties to-night pre- 
sented a petition in the Cortes asking 
that the life of General Sanjurjo be 
spared. 

Finally, after long discussions, the 
Cabinet late this evening made up their 
minds and agreed to recommend. to: the 
President to exercise the prerogative of 
mercy. 

An affecting scene tcok place in the 
prison this afternoon, when Captain Justo 
Sanjurjo, son of the ceneral, and his 
fiancée, were permitted to spend sevetal 
hours with the condemned man. Captain 
Sanjurjo, who was charged with his 
father, is now a free man. He was 
acquitted this morninz, but his com- 
panions, General Garcia de la Herranz 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Esteban Infante, 
received sentences of hfe imprisonment 
and twelve years’ imprisonment respec- 
tively. 

One of the happiest women in Spain 
to-day is Sefiorita Conchita Camin, who 
is engaged to marry Captain Sanjurjo, 
and who accompanied hiza to the prison. 
“Our marriage was delayed,’’ she said 
after hearing of the acquittal, “ but now, 
I hope, it will take place shortly.” 


AIR OF TENSION, 


Some nervousness prevailed * :roughout 
the country during the day as .oon as the 
sentences became known. In Corunna 
and Saragossa and other towns Republi- 
can parties formed armed groups to aid 
the police in case of Monarchist disturb- 
ances. 

In Madrid groups of Communists, who 
demanded the death of General Sanjurjo, 
were broken up by the police. 

A disturbance occurred in the streets 
of Barcelona to-day, when the Austrian 
Archduke Charles of Hapsburg and 
Bourbon, son of the late Archduke 
Leopold, was arrested on a charge which 
is believed to be that of being concerned 
in a Monarchist plot.

The trigger went off in his hand, and she fell.

As a matter of fact, 
we prefer to let them undergo the root- 
ing process outside under a blanket of 
bogmould in some ceol, quiet corner, 
where the bowls, protected from in- 
quisitive cats, are secure, These minia- 
ture Hyacinths are to be had in all the 
colours of the rainbow, and more, if 
there are any, but we get most satisfac- 
tion by keepin one variety and colour 
to a bowl; otherwise some are apt to 
outrun others.
